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REPORT. 


Durine the month of January 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
4063 living children, of whom 2069 were male, and 1994 female. These births are 
333 more than those registered in the eight towns in the previous month, December 
1908, but 135 fewer than were registered in the corresponding month of the previous 
year, January 1908. The equivalent annual birth-rate amounts to 25-7 per 
thousand of the aggregate estimated population of the towns, and is 18 more than 
that for the previous month, but 1-2 less than that for January of the previous year. 
It is the lowest January birth-rate yet recorded in these reports, the previous lowest 
being that for January 1908. The birth-rate for the month ranged from 28:4 in 
Dundee, to 21-4 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow it was 27:0; in Paisley, 26:5; in 
Greenock, 26°2; in Leith, 25:4; in Aberdeen, 25:1; and in Perth, 21-9. 

Of the 4063 births, 297, or 7:3 per cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate 
rate is 0°9 more than that for December, and 0°5 more than that for January of last 
year. It ranged from 9-9 in Edinburgh, to 3°7 in Greenock. In Perth it was 9:1; in 
Glasgow, 7'3; in Dundee, 7°3; in Aberdeen, 6-7; in Leith, 4:9; and in Paisley, 4°3. 

Marriages registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 1479. They 
are. 217 more than those registered in December, but 146 fewer than those registered 
in January of last year.. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 9°3, a rate which is 
1:2 above that for December, but 1°1 below that for January of last year. 

' Deaths registered during the month in the eight towns numbered 2798, 1384 
being of males, and 1414 -of females. These deaths are 247 more than those 
registered in December, but 794 fewer than those registered in January of last 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate amounts to 17:7, a rate which is 1°4 more 
than that for December, but 5°3 less than that for January of last year, and is the 
smallest January death-rate recorded for these eight towns, the previous smallest 
being that for January 1906 which was 19:1. The death-rate for the month ranged 
from 21°8 in Dundee, to 12°6 in Leith. In Perth it was 19°6; in Paisley, 17-8; in 
Aberdeen, 17°6; in Glasgow, 17°5; in Edinburgh, 17:4; and in Greenock, 16°3. 
In Leith and Greenock the death-rate was lower than in December, but in the 
remaining six towns it was higher than in that month. 

Of the 2798 deaths registered in the eight towns during the month, 956, or 
34'2 per cent., were of children of less than five years old, and 791, or 28°3 per 
cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former are 144 more than those registered 
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in December, but 410 fewer than those registered in January of last year. The 
latter are 64 more than those registered in December, but 168 less than those 
registered in January of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year .old numbered 564; they are 88 more 
than in the previous month, but 144 fewer than in the corresponding month of last 
year. The infantile mortality rate amounts to 138 per thousand of the monthly 
average number of births registered in these towns, a rate which is 21 above that for 
the previous month, but 35 below that for the corresponding month of last year. 
The infantile mortality rate for the month ranged from 268 in Dundee, to 59 in 
Leith. In Paisley it was 139; in Edinburgh, 134; in Glasgow, 132; in Aberdeen, 
127 ; in Greenock, 76; and in Perth, 76. In Leith and Greenock this rate was less 
than in December, but in the other towns it was higher than in that month. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 250; they are 64 more 
than in the previous month, but 340 fewer than in the corresponding month of last 
year. These deaths are equivalent to an annual death-rate from these causes of 16 
per thousand, a rate which is 0°4 higher than that for December, but 2°2 lower 
than that for January of last year. This death-rate ranged from 2°2 in Glasgow 
and Aberdeen, to 0‘'3 in Leith and Perth. In Paisley it was 1°8; in Dundee, 1°1; 
in Edinburgh, 0°5; and in Greenock, 0°5. . 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in the eight towns during the 
month. Deaths from measles numbered 5; they are of the same number as in 
December, but 354 fewer than in January of last year. Deaths from scarlet fever 
numbered 19; from diphtheria 39, of which 25 were in Glasgow; and from enteric 
fever, 9. Deaths from hooping-cough numbered 147, 105 of them being registered 
in Glasgow ; they are 51 more than those registered in December, and 31 more 
than those registered in January of last year. Deaths from diarrhceas numbered 
24; they are 6 more than in December, but 1 fewer than in January of last year. 
Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 7, 4 being registered in Glasgow, 
and 3 in Edinburgh; they are 3 fewer than in December, and 19 fewer than in 
January of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 6 ; from puerperal septic conditions, 9; and from 
malignant disease, 167, of which 94 were ascribed to carcinoma, 8 to sarcoma, and 
65 to other or unspecified forms of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 312 ; 
from apoplexies, 163 ; from premature birth debility, 97 ; and from alcoholism, 8. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 285, and constituted 10°2 per cent. of the total 
deaths registered in the eight towns during the month; they are 10 more than in the 
previous month, but 128 fewer than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths 
from bronchitis numbered 250, and constituted 8°9 per cent. of the total for the month ; 
they are 36 more than in December, but 144 fewer than in January of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculosis numbered 317, and constituted 11-3 per cent. of the 
total deaths registered in these towns during the month; they are 8 more than those 
registered in December, but 60 fewer than those registered in January of last year. Of 
the deaths from tuberculosis, 201 were ascribed to phthisis; they are 17 more than 
in the previous month, but 49 fewer than in the corresponding month of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 100; of them 9 were attributed to suicide, 
5 being by hanging, 3 by cutting, and 1 by precipitation. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month there were 5 males 
and 7 females aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being a retired farmer aged 93. 


BirtuHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 14 is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have a combined estimated population 
of 812,013. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1714, marriages 647, and 
deaths 1046. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°9, the marriage-rate 9°4, and the death-rate 
15°2. Compared with the rates for December the birth-rate is 0°7 less, the marriage-rate 2°2 
more, and the death-rate 0°4 more. Compared with the rates for the previous January the birth- 
rate is 3‘2 less, the marriage-rate 0°1 higher, the death-rate 4°8 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 3 from measles, 
9 from scarlet fever, 25 from hooping-cough, 14 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 24 from 
diarrhoeas, 2 from croup, 4 from laryngitis, 162 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 124 
from tuberculous diseases, and 5 from cerebro-spinal meningitis,

Mean barometric pressure, 29°943 inches; greater than the average of 1856- 
1905 by 0°118 inch. 

Mean temperature, 39°°0; greater by 1°:0.. 7 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°°8 ; less by 0°:2. 

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°74; greater by 0°27 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 4 days’ excess of winds from S.W. 

Hence the month of January 1909 was characterised by a high mean pressure ; 
a somewhat high mean temperature, with a mean daily range about the average ; 
a slightly high mean rainfall ; and a considerable excess of south-westerly winds, 

The mean pressure was 29°776 inches, or 0°118 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°574 inches on 4th and 28°661 inches on 14th. 

The mean temperature was 39°:0, or 1°-0 above the normal, the days being 0°:9 
and the nights 1°-1 above their respective averages. The excess was well-marked 
at all the chief towns except Aberdeen, where the mean for the month was 1°:1 
below the normal. The first week or so was decidedly mild, with some high 
readings both by day and night. Then followed a spell of decidedly cold weather 
terminating with a rapid rise of temperature on 17th, which was very generally the 
warmest day of the month, whilst the 16th was at many places the coldest. ‘Towards 
the close of the month both days and nights were somewhat cold. The extremes 
were by no means remarkable for midwinter, the highest reading being 53° at Leith 
on 18th and the lowest 24° at Aberdeen on 13th. 

The mean rainfall was 3°74 inches, or 8 per cent. above the normal. Aberdeen, 
Dundee, and Perth had deficiencies of varying amount, but the other towns a 
moderate excess. The first four days were rainless in the east, and after 18th there 
were everywhere many rainless days. The greater part of the month’s totals was 
registered between 12th and 17th, when precipitation consisted largely of snow and 
sleet. Greenock recorded 1°15 inch on 14th and 2°30 inches on 17th, Paisley 
having rather more than 1 inch on the latter date. 

Some wintry weather occurred, and from about 14th to 18th extremely stormy 
conditions prevailed. Snow fell rather frequently, and, towards the north, to some 
depth. Melting snow and heavy rains on 17th caused extensive flooding in some 
districts, especially in the Tay Valley and Strathearn. 

A thunderstorm occurred in the west on 15th.

Abstract of Meteorolog 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of February 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
3624 living children, of whom 1863 were male, and 1761 female. These births are 
439 fewer than those registered in the eight towns during January, and 81 fewer 
than those registered in February of last year, The equivalent annual birth-rate is 
25°4 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate 
which is 0°3 less than that of January, but is the same as that for February of last 
year. It is lower than the birth-rate of all previous Februaries, that of 1908 excepted. 
The birth-rate of the month ranged from 27°5 in Perth, and 27:1 in Glasgow, to 
19°8in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 27:0; in Greenock, 26°2; in Aberdeen, 26:1 ; 
in Paisley, 25:4; and in Leith, 24:3. 

Of the 3624 births registered in the eight towns during the month, 288, or 7:9 
per cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate rate is 0°6 more than that of January, 
but is the same as that for February of last year. It ranged from 9°5 in Edinburgh 
to 4:1 in Greenock. In Aberdeen it was 9°3; in Perth, 9:3; in Dundee, 8:5; in 
Glasgow, 7:6; in Leith, 7°5; and in Paisley, 56, 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 662. They 
are 817 fewer than those registered in January, and 116 fewer than those registered 
in February of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate amounts to 4°6 per 
thousand, a rate which is 4°7 less than that of January, and 0°7 less than that of 
the previous February. The marriages registered in these towns during the month 
are fewer than those registered in them in any February since 1895. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 2734, a number 
which is 64 less than that of January, and 376 less than that of February 1908. 
The equivalent annual death-rate is 19°1 per thousand, a death-rate which is 1°4 
more than that of January, but 2°2 less than that of the previous February. The 
death-rate of the month ranged from 23°3 in Dundee to 14°5 in Leith. In Paisley 
it was 20°9; in Aberdeen, 19°4; in Glasgow, 19°3; in Edinburgh, 17°8; in Perth, 
17°6 ; and in Greenock, 17:1. In Perth the death-rate was lower in this month 
than in January, but in the other seven towns it was higher. 

Of the 2734 deaths registered during the month, 930, or 34°0 per cent., were 
of children of less than five years old, and 830, or 30°4 per cent., were of persons 
of over sixty. The former are 26 fewer than in January, and 229 fewer than in 
February of last year. The latter are 39 more than in January, but 10 fewer than 
in February of last year, 3

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 543; they are 21 fewer 
than in January, and 84 fewer thanin February of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate amounts to 147 per thousand of the monthly average number of births registered 
in the eight towns, a rate which is 9 above that of January, but 17 below that of 
February of last year. The infantile mortality rate of the month ranged from 226 
in Aberdeen to 71 in Leith. In Paisley it was 181; in Dundee, 172; in Edinburgh, 
146 ; in Glasgow, 139; in Perth, 102; and in Greencck, 84. In Dundee this rate 
was lower than in January, but in the remaining seven towns it was higher. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 286; they are 36 more 
than those registered in these towns in January, but 132 fewer than those there 
registered in February of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate from these 
causes is 2‘0 per thousand, a rate which is 0°4 above that of January, but 0°9 below 


that for February of last year. This death-rate for the month ranged from 2°9 in | 


Aberdeen, and 2°6 in Glasgow, to 0°2 in Greenock. In Paisley it was 2°3; in 
Dundee, 2:2; in Edinburgh, 0°9; in Leith, 0°5; and in Perth, 0°4. | 

There were no deaths from small-pox in the eight towns during the month. 
Deaths in them from measles numbered 9; they are 4 more than in January, but 
193 fewer than in February of last year; of them 8 were in Aberdeen and | in 
Edinburgh. During the last six months there has been a remarkably small fatality 
from measles in these eight towns, the average monthly number registered being less 
than seven. During the last six months 19 deaths from measles were registered in 
Aberdeen; 16 in Glasgow; 3 in Edinburgh; 2 in Leith; 1 in Greenock ; and 0 in 
Dundee, Paisley, and Perth. Deaths from scarlet fever during the month numbered 
19; from hooping-cough 173, of which 115 were in Glasgow ; from diphtheria 44, of 
which 22 were in Glasgow and 9 in Dundee; and from enteric fever, 12. Deaths 
from diarrhceas numbered 21; they are 3 fewer than in January, but 4 more than in 
February of last year. Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 8; they are 
1 more than in January, but 25 fewer than in February of last year; of them 6 
were in Glasgow ; 1 in Aberdeen; and 1 in Paisley. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 10; from puerperal septic conditions, 9 ; and from 
malignant disease, 172, of which 96 were ascribed to carcinoma, 7 to sarcoma, and 
69 to other or unspecified forms of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 247 ; 
from apoplexies, 163; from premature birth debility, 91; and from alcoholism, 6. | 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 317, and constituted 11°6 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 32 more than in the previous month, but 94 fewer 
than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 
251, and constituted 9°2 per cent. of the total deaths of the month; they are 1 more 
than in the previous month, but 21 fewer than in February of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculosis numbered 320, and constituted 11-7 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 3 more than in January, but 50 fewer than in 
February of last year. Of them 200 were ascribed to phthisis; a number which i 
1 less than that of January, and 27 less than that for February of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 81; of them 6 were attributed to suicide, 
4 being by hanging, and 2 by cutting. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month there were 3 males 
and 10 females aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest being 2 widows each aged 96. 


BrrTHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 30 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 812,013. The births registered in these districts during the month numbered 1578, the marriages 
238, and the deaths 1057. The ‘equivalent annual birth-rate is 25-3, the marriage-rate 3°8, and 
the death-rate 17°0. Compared with the rates of the previous February the birth-rate is 1°4 less, 
the marriage-rate 0°4 less, and the death-rate 3°5 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were none from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 33 from hooping-cough, 25 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 20 from 
diarrheas, 1 from croup, 2 from laryngitis, 182 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 153 
from tuberculosis, and none from cerebro-spinal meningitis. The last month in which there was no 
death from cerebro-spinal meningitis in these districts was May 1906, and the last month in which

Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, 2.¢., Lat. 56°°12’ N., and Long. 3°:30’ W., and height 151 
feet above the sea-level, 


For the month of FEBRUARY 1909. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30:101 inches; greater than the average of 1856- 
1905 by 0:239 inch. 

Mean temperature, 38°°9 ; greater by 0°:2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°:1; greater by 0°:4. 

Rain, number of days, 11; less by 4 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°50; less by 1°36 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 2 days’ excess of winds from N. and N.W. 

Hence the month of February 1909 was characterised by a very high mean 
pressure ; a fractionally high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily 
range ; a low mean rainfall; and a slight excess of northerly winds. 

The mean pressure was 30-101 inches, or 0°239 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°591 inches on 13th and 29-261 inches on 9th. 

_ The mean temperature was 38°°9, or 0°:2 above the normal, the nights being of 
average temperature and the days 0°:4 above the average. The differences at the 
individual towns ranged from an excess of 1°:2 at Paisley to a defect of 0°°6 at Leith 
and Perth. During the first and third weeks temperature was above the average, 
the 21st being very generally the warmest day, though at some of the towns highest 
readings were noted on the 3rd, when the shade thermometer at Perth reached 56’. 
Colder weather prevailed during the second week and again towards the end of the 
month, the actual lowest reading being 23° at Perth on 7th, 20th, and 21st. At most 
of the towns, however, the night of 24th and 25th was the coldest of the month. 

The mean rainfall was 1°50 inches, or 48 per cent. below the normal. The 
deficiency was well-marked at all the towns, but especially towards the north-east, 
Aberdeen registering only a quarter of its normal amount. Heaviest falls occurred 
during the first week, in the west on 2nd, when Greenock recorded 1°71 inches, and 
Paisley 1°06 inch, and in the east on 4th. After the 10th none of the towns 
registered as much as one-tenth of an inch on any one day, whilst the period from 
11th to 21st was rainless or all but so. 

Wintry weather set in at the end of the month, with a more or less general fall 
of snow on the night of 27th. 
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REPORT. 


Dvurine the month of March 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births of 
4438 living children, of whom 2249 were male, and 2189 female. These births are 
814 more than those registered in these towns during February, and 271 more 
than those there registered during March of last year. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate is 28:0 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, 
a rate which is 2°6 above that for February, 1°3 above that for March of last 
year, and 2°3 above that for March 1907. The birth-rate for the month ranged 
from 30°7 in Glasgow to 22°5 in Edinburgh. In Leith it was 30°0; in Dundee, 
29°3 ; in Greenock, 29°3; in Aberdeen, 26°4; in Paisley, 24:1; and in Perth, 23°9. 

Of the 4438 births registered in these towns during the month, 326, or 7:3 
per cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate rate is 0°6 less than that for February, 
but 0°7 more than that for March of last year, and ranged from 10°3 in Aberdeen 
to 3°7 in Paisley. In Dundee it was 9:0; in Edinburgh, 7°8; in Glasgow, 7:2; in 
Greenock, 5°6 ; in Perth, 5°6; and in Leith, 4°1. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 829. They 

are 167 more than were registered in February, but 108 fewer than those registered 
in March of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 5:2 per. thousand, 
a rate which is 0°6 above that for February, but 0°8 below that for March of last 
year. 
Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 3445, 1686 
being of males and 1759 of females. These deaths are 711 more than those 
registered in February and 411 more than those registered in March of last year. 
The equivalent annual death-rate is 21°8 per thousand, a rate which is 2°7 above 
that for February, and 2°4 above that for March of last year. It is the highest 
death-rate for March recorded since 1904. The death-rate for the month ranged 
from 24°3 in Dundee to 18°6 in Leith. In Perth it was 23°2; in Paisley, 23:1; 
in Glasgow, 22°7; in Greenock, 22:7; in Aberdeen, 20°3; and in Edinburgh, 19:2. 
In each of the eight towns the death-rate was higher in this than in the previous 
month. 
Of the 3445 deaths, 1118, or 32°5 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 1021, or 29°6 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 188 more than in February, but 11 fewer than in March of last year. The 
latter are 191 more than in February, and 220 more than in March of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 625; they are 82 more 
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than in February, and 23 more than in March of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate for the month amounts to 153 per thousand of the monthly average number of 
births registered in the eight towns, a rate which is 6 more than that for February, 
and 6 more than-that for March of last year. The infantile mortality rate for the 
mouth ranged from 241 in Aberdeen to 91 in Perth. In Dundee it was 158; in 
Glasgow, 155; in Greencck, 141; in Edinburgh, 129; in Leith, 108 ; and in Paisley, 
104. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 377; they are 91 more 
than the corresponding deaths for February, but 24 fewer than those for March 
of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes is 2°4 per thousand, 
a rate which is 0:4 above that for February, but 0°2 below that for March of last 
year, and which ranged from 3°3 in Glasgow to 0°7 in Leith. In Aberdeen it was 
2:9; in Paisley, 2°3; in Dundee, 1:9; in Edinburgh, 1°0; in Perth; 1°0; and in 
Greenock, 0°8. 

There were no deaths in these towns during the month attributed to small- 
pox. Deaths from measles numbered 7; they are 2 fewer than in February, and 
as has been the case during the preceding six months, are of an exceptionally 
small number. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 26; from hooping-cough, 
262, of which 178 were registered in Glasgow and 31 in Aberdeen; deaths 
from diphtheria numbered 39, of which 22 were in Glasgow ; from enteric fever, 13, 
of which 10 were in Glasgow.. Deaths from diarrhceas numbered 18; they are 3 
fewer than in February and 9 fewer than in March of last year. Deaths from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 12; they are 4 more than in February, but 15 
fewer than in March of last year; of them 9 were registered in Glasgow; 2 in 
Edinburgh ; and 1 in Aberdeen. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 16; from puerperal septic conditions, 14; and from 
malignant disease, 163, of which 95 were ascribed to carcinoma, 10 to sarcoma, and 
58 to other or ill-defined form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 348 ; 
from apoplexies, 169 ; from premature birth debility, 105; and from alcoholism, 8. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 449, and constituted 13:0 per cent. of the total 
deaths for the month ; they are 132 more than in the previous month, and 96 more 
than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 
370, and constituted 10°7 per cent. of the total deaths for the month ; they are 19 more 
than those for February and 84 more than those for March of last year. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculous disease, including phthisis, numbered 393, and 
constituted 11:4 per cent. of the total deaths for the month; they are 73 more than 
those for February, and 43 more than those for March of last year; of them 250 
were ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 50 more than the corresponding number 
in February, and 11 more than the corresponding number in March of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 108; of them 8 were attributed to - evieices 
4 being by cutting, 3 by hanging, and 1 by drowning. 

Among those whose deaths were registered during the month inert were 3 males 
and 10 females aged 90 years and upwards, the oldest of them being a apinniens a 
fundholder aged 95. | 


'Brrtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 46 there is given the sbiint monthly statement regarding births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 812,013. The births registered in these districts during the month numbered 1916, the marriages 
292, and the deaths 1359. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 27°8, the marriage-rate 4°2, and 
the death-rate 19°7. Compared with the rates for the previous March the birth-rate is the same, 
the marriage-rate 0°8 less, and the death-rate 0°5 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were none from measles, 
9 from scarlet fever, 55 from hooping-cough, 14 from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, 26 from 
diarrheeas, 4 from laryngitis, 302 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 168 from tuberculosis, 
and 2 from cerebro- -spinal meningitis.

Hence the month of March 1909 was characterised by a very low mean 
‘pressure ; a very low mean temperature, with a low mean daily range; a high mean 
rainfall ; and a very large excess of winds from between N. and S.E 

The mean pressure was 29566 inches, or 0°248 inch below the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°182 inches on 11th and 29°115 inches on 18th. 

The mean temperature was 37°:3, or 3°°0 below the normal, the days being 
4°-0 and the nights 2°'1 below their respective averages. The month was decidedly 
colder than any of the three preceding months, and a colder March appears to have 
been experienced during the last 50 years only in 1883 and 1867. Temperature 
during the first week was extremely low, and at West Linton on the night of 4th 
—5dth the sheltered thermometer fell to 1°. At the chief towns the lowest reading 
for the month was 19° at Paisley on 3rd and at Perth on 4th. The second week 
and part of the third week were also very cold, Nairn recording a minimum of 8° on 
7th, whilst about 19th there was a decided rise of temperature, and after that date 
the nights differed but little from the normal though the days remained cold. As 
regards the chief towns, Paisley reached 54° on 12th and 26th, and Glasgow 53° on 
22nd, the maximum temperature in every case being lower than that recorded in 
February. 

The mean rainfall was 3°57 inches, or 46 per cent. above the normal. The 
Eastern half of the country experienced a very heavy rainfall, twice the normal 
amount being recorded at Aberdeen-and nearly thrice the normal in the Edinburgh 
area, where the month was the wettest March since 1862. Glasgow had about its 
average rainfall and Paisley a slight excess, whilst Greenock was the driest of the 
towns, with only two-fifths of its average. Heavy falls occurred in the East on 6th or 
7th, Dundee having 1 inch and Perth 14 inch on the latter date, and again on 24th 
when Edinburgh had 1:23 inch. During the first part of the month precipitation 
consisted largely of snow. It is noteworthy that whilst Aberdeen and Leith had 25 
days with rain or snow, Greenock and Glasgow had only 14 such days. 

Very wintry weather prevailed during a great part of the month, with heavy falls 
of snow in most districts. The last ten days or so were characterised by winds 
from some easterly point, with very gloomy conditions on the East coast.

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REPORT. 


Tue living children whose births were registered during April 1909 in eight of the 
principal towns of Scotland, namely, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, numbered 4343, of whom 2224 were male, 
and 2119 female. These births are 95 fewer than those registered in the 
previous month, and 132 fewer than those registered in April of last year, 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28-4 per thousand of the estimated aggre- 
gate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 0°4 above that for the 
. previous month, but 1:2 below that for April of last year. It is lower than all 
previous April birth-rates recorded for these eight towns, the previous lowest being 
that for 1905, which was 29:0 per thousand. The birth-rate for the month in the 
towns ranged from 33'0 in Greenock to 23°5 in Edinburgh. In Paisley it was 
31°3; in Dundee, 31'1; in Glasgow, 29°7; in Leith, 29°3; in Aberdeen, 25°8; and 
in Perth, 25:0. . 

Of the 4343 births registered during the month, 301, or 6:9 per cent., were 
illegitimate. This illegitimate rate is 0°4 less than that for March, and 0°2 less than 
that for April of last year, and ranged from 9°4 in Aberdeen, and 9:2 in Edinburgh 
to 4°1 in Greenock and Perth. In Paisley it was 6°8; in Leith, 6°8; in Glasgow, 
6°4 ; and in Dundee, 5°8., 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1164. They are 335 more 
than those registered in March, but 224 fewer than those registered in April of 
last year... The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7:6, a rate which is 2°4 above 
that for March, but 1°6 below.that for April of last year. 

Deaths registered in these towns during April numbered 2725; they are 720 
fewer than those registered in March, and 49 fewer than those registered in April 
of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 17°8, a rate which is 4°0 below 
that for March, and 0°6 below that for April of last year, and is lower than all 
‘previous April death-rates of these towns, with the exception of that for 1905 which 
was 17:0. The death-rate for the month ranged from 18:9 in Glasgow to 14:1 
in Leith. In Dundee it was 18°0; in Greenock, 17°7; in Perth, 17°5; in Edin- 
burgh, 17°4; in Paisley, 17°3; and in Aberdeen, 15°3. The death-rate for each of 
the eight towns is less than in the previous month. 

Of the 2725 deaths, 919, or 33:7 per cent., were of children of less than -five 
years old, while 779, or 28°6 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 199 foe er than in March, and 97 fewer than in April of last year. The latter 
are 242 fewer than in March, but 56 more than in April of last year,

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 534; they are 91 fewer 
than in March, and 40 fewer than in April of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate amounts to 135 per thousand of the monthly average number of births in these 
towns, a rate which is 18 below that for March, and 10 below that for April of last 
year. The infantile mortality rate for the month ranged from 186 in Aberdeen 
to 31 in Perth. In Leith it was 142; in Glasgow, 136; in Dundee, 129; in 
Edinburgh, 125; in Paisley, 124 ; and in Greenock, 101. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 330; they are 47 fewer 
than in March, but 14 more than in April of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes is 2°2 per thousand, a rate which is 0:2 below that for 
March, but 0°1 above that for April of last year. This rate in Paisley was 3°6; 
in Glasgow, 2°9; in Greenock, 2:2; in Aberdeen, 1°6; in Edinburgh, 1:2; in 
Dundee, 1:1; in Perth, 1°0; and in Leith, 0°6. 

There were no deaths from small-pox during the month in these towns. 
Deaths from measles numbered 17, of which 12 occurred in Paisley; they are 10 
more than in March, but 130 fewer than in April of last year. Deaths from scarlet 
fever numbered 17; from hooping-cough, 224, of which 149 were in Glasgow ; 
from diphtheria, 29 ; from enteric fever, 16; from diarrhceas, 19; and from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, 8. The last are 4 fewer than in March, and 20 fewer than in 
April of last year; of them 4 were registered in Glasgow; and one each in Edin- 
burgh, Aberdeen, Paisley, and Perth. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 19; from puerperal septic conditions, 8; and from 
malignant disease, 143, of which 75 were ascribed to carcinoma, 10 to sarcoma, and 
58 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 259 ; 
from apoplexies, 146 ; from premature birth debility, 84; and from alcoholism, 3. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 283, and constituted 10°4 per cent. of the total 
deaths for the month; they are 166 fewer than in March, and 20 fewer than in 
April of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 223, and constituted 8°2 per 
cent. of the total deaths for the month; they are 147 fewer than in March, but 3 
more than in April of last year. | 

Deaths attributed to tuberculosis numbered 357, and constituted 13:1 per ‘cent. 
of the total deaths for the month; they are 36 fewer than in March, and 6 fewer 
than in April of last year; of them 231 were ascribed to phthisis, a number which 


is 19 less than that for March, but 7 more than that for April of last year. pert: x 


Deaths from violence numbered 100; of them 10 were attributed to suicide 
4 being by hanging, 3 by cutting, and 1 each by drowning, oxalic acid poison, and 
coal-gas poisoning. 

Among those dying in these towns during the month there were 12 females, but 
no males, aged 90 years and upwards. The oldest was a clergyman’s widow, 
aged 96 years, | 


BrrtTus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DistTRIcts. 


On page 62 is given the usual monthly statement regarding births, marriages, and deaths in 
forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 812,013. The births registered in these districts during April numbered 1906, the marriages 
351, and the deaths 1105. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28°6, the marriage-rate 5°3, and 
the death-rate 16°6. Compared with the rates for April of last year, this birth-rate is 1°7 less, 
the marriage-rate 1*2 less, and the death-rate 3°5 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 2 from measles, 
1 from scarlet fever, 53 from hooping-cough, 13 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 22 from 
diarrhceas, 2 from croup, 190 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 147 from tuberculosis, and 
2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, Of the last named, one was in Cathcart, and one in Haddington.

1905 by 0-020 inch. 

Mean temperature, 45°°7 ; greater by 0°:9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 15°°8; greater by 1°°8, 

Rain, number of days, 17; greater by 3 “days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3° 42 ; greater by 1°33 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 5 days’ excess of winds from between S.E. and S. Ww. 


Hence the month of April 1909 was characterised by a slightly low mean 
pressure ; a rather high mean temperature, with a high mean daily range; a very 
high mean rainfall; and a large excess of winds from between S.E and 8. W. 

_ The mean pressure was 29°873 inches, or 0°020 inch below the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°514 inches on 2nd and 29-248 inches on 13th. 

The mean temperature was 45°:7, or 0°°9 above the normal. The nights 
were of average temperature, and the days 1°:8 above the average, the month being 
on the whole the mildest April since 1904, Cold, unsettled weather during the 
opening days was followed by a remarkably fine spell from 4th to 10th, with a 
mean temperature much above the average. This was due, however, to high day 
readings, the nights being cold. The extremes for the month were registered about 
this time, highest readings occurring on 8th or 10th, and lowest on 2nd, 6th or 7th. 
From 10th onwards there was, on the whole, a temperature excess until almost the 
close of the month, when northerly winds brought about low readings, both by day 
and night. On 30th over a large part of the country the thermometer did not rise 
to 45°. The shade extremes at the chief towns were 69° at Perth on 8th, and 25° 
also at Perth on 2nd. 

The mean rainfall was 3°42 inches, or 64 per cent. above the normal, this 
being the highest April mean for the chief towns since 1871. There was a well- 
marked excess at all the towns, Paisley having more than twice its average rainfall, 
‘Moderate falls on 3rd were followed by a week of rainless weather, whilst from 12th 
onwards conditions were extremely variable with more or less widely spread heavy 
falls on various dates, especially about 13th, 19th, and between 24th and 28th. 
On 26th Paisley had fully 1 inch. 

Hail occurred about the middle, and towards the end of the month, with snow 
and sleet on 29th and 30th.

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REPORT. 


Durine the month of May 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 4183 living children, of whom 2112 were male, and 2071 female. These 
births are 160 fewer than those registered in these towns in April of this year, 
and 49 fewer than those in May of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate 
is 26°4 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of these eight towns, 
a rate which is 2°0 less than that of the previous month, and 0°7 less than that of 
the corresponding month of last year. It is the lowest May birth-rate for these 
towns recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that of 1908, which was 
27:1. The birth-rate of the month ranged from 30°5 in Paisley, and 30°3 in 
Dundee, to 20°2 in Perth. In Greenock it was 30:1; in Glasgow, 27:2; in 
Aberdeen, 26°7; in Leith, 26°7; and in Edinburgh, 21°4. 

Of the 4183 births, 290, or 69 per cent., were illegitimate, an illegitimate 
rate which in the previous month was 6°9, and in May of last year was 67. This 
rate for the month ranged from 9°2 in Dundee to 0 in Perth. In Aberdeen it was 
75; in Glasgow, 7°2; in Edinburgh, 6°8; in Paisley, 5°5; in Greenock, 4:9; and 
in Leith, 4°1. . 

Marriages registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 609. 
They are 555 fewer than those registered in April, but 38 more than those 
registered in May of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 3°8 per 
thousand, a rate which is 3°8 less than that of ae but 0°l more than that of 
May of last year 

Deaths registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 2552; they 
ate 173 fewer than those registered in April, but 118 more than those registered 
in May of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 16°1 per thousand, a 
rate which is 1°7 less than that of April, but 0°5 more than that of May of last 
year. It is lower than the death-rates of all previous Mays since 1855, with the 
exception of that of last year. The death-rate of the month ranged from 18:9 in 
Dundee, and 18-2 in Paisley, to 13-3 in Leith and 13°5 in Greenock. In Glasgow it

was 16°4; in Edinburgh, 15°7; in Perth, 15°0; and in Aberdeen, 14°6. The death- 
rate in Dundee and Paisley was higher in May than in April, but in the other six 
towns it was lower in May than in April. 

Of the 2552 deaths, 831, or 32°6 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 690, or 27:0 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 88 fewer than in April, but 10 more than in May of last year. The latter are 
89 fewer than in April, but 55 more than in May of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 492; they are 42 fewer 
than in April, and 1 fewer than in May of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate amounts to 120 per thousand of the monthly average number of births registered 
in these eight towns in 1908, a rate which is 15 less than that of April, and 1 less 
than that of May of last year. The infantile mortality rate of the month ranged 
from 156 in Aberdeen, and 149 in Paisley, to 76 in Perth. In Dundee it was 125; 
in Glasgow, 119; in Edinburgh, 119; in Leith, 84 ; and in Greenock, 81. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 255; they are 75 fewer 
than in April, but 42 more than in May of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes amounts to 1°6 per thousand, a rate which is 0°6 less 
than that of April, but 0°2 more than that of May of last year. This rate for the 
month ranged from 3°7 in Paisley to 0°5 in Leith. In Glasgow it was 1°8; in 
Greenock, 1:6; in Edinburgh, 1:4; in Aberdeen, 1:2; in Dundee, 1:0; and in 
Perth.120, . 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in these towns during the month. 
Deaths from measles numbered 25, of which 19 were in Paisley; they are 8 more 
than in April, but 55 fewer than in May of last year. Deaths from scarlet fever 
numbered 20, 17 of which were in Glasgow; from hooping-cough, 153, of which 
91 were in Glasgow; from diphtheria, 23; from enteric fever, 2; from diarrhceas, 
24; and from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 8, of which 4 were in Glasgow, 3 in 
Edinburgh, and 1 in Greenock. ‘The last named are of the same number as in 
April, but are 9 fewer than in May of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 3; from puerperal septic conditions, 7; from 
malignant disease, 161, of which 87 were ascribed to carcinoma, 12 to sarcoma, and 
62 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 244; 
from apoplexies, 153 ; from premature birth debility, 84; and from alcoholism, 7. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 263, and constituted 10°3 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 20 fewer than in April, but 33 more than in May 
of last year. Deaths. from bronchitis numbered 156, and constituted 6°1 per cent. 
of the total deaths; they are 67 fewer than in April, but 4 more than in May of 
last year. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculosis numbered 342, and constituted 13:4 per cent. 
of the total deaths; they are 15 fewer than in April, and 20 fewer than in May of 
last year. Of them 213 were ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 18 less than 
that of April, and 13 less than that of May of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 73; of them 5 were suicidal, 1 each being by 
hanging, cutting, precipitation, gunshot, and drowning. 

Among those dying in these towns during the month there were 2 males and 
8 females aged 90 years and upwards. The oldest of them was a widow, aged 
94 years, 





BirTHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DIsTRIcTs. 


On page 78 is'given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths in 
forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population 
of 812,013. The births registered in these districts in May numbered 1964, the marriages 184, 
and the deaths 1052. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28°5, the marriage-rate 2°7, and the 
death-rate 15°3. Compared with the rates of May of last year, the birth-rate is 0°9 less, the 
marriage-rate 0°3 more, and the death-rate 1°6 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 5 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, 84 from hooping-cough, 10 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 1 from 
typhus fever, 26 from diarrheas, 1 from laryngitis, 156 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
pleurisy, 163 from tuberculous diseases, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, of which one was 
in Ayr and the other in Coatbridge.

Mean barometric pressure, 30°064 inches; greater than the average of 1856- 
1905 by 0°116 inch. 

Mean temperature, 50°'1 ; greater by 0°:7.. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 17°°1; greater by 2°°1. 

Rain, number of days, 15; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2° 72; greater by 0°55 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 3 days’ excess of winds from between S.E. and S.W. 


Hence the month of May 1909 was characterised by a high mean pressure; a 
slightly high mean temperature, with a high mean daily range; a somewhat high 
mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from between S.E. and 8. W. 

The mean pressure was 30°064 inches, or 0°116 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°455 inches on 6th and 29°361 inches on 26th. 

The mean temperature was 50°:1, or 0°:7 above the normal, the days being 
1°-7 above, and the nights 0°°4 below their respective averages. Cold winds at the 
beginning of the month were followed by a spell of fine, sunny weather, with warm 
days and rather cold nights. Towards the middle of the month there was a return 
of cold northerly winds with lowest temperatures on 15th or 16th. Thereafter 
conditions were rather variable, temperature being frequently well above the 
average, but now and then depressed under the influence of winds from north-east. 
The shade extremes at the chief towns were 75° at Perth on 22nd and 29° at that 
place on 2nd, and at Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Greenock on 15th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°72 inches, or 25 per cent. above the normal. Edinburgh 
and Glasgow had just about their average amounts, whilst Dundee had more than 
twice its average. The first ten days were rainless at Edinburgh and Glasgow, and 
all but so at the other towns. Thereafter conditions were more unsettled, but no 
large falls occurred until the last week of the month. On 25th, Dundee and Perth 
had falls of more than 14 inch, and the other towns considerable amounts. On 
31st, Dundee again registered 14 inch. 

Sleet and hail occurred about the middle of the month, and thunder at Aber- 
deen on 18th, at Edinburgh on 26th, and at Perth on 27th. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of June 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 4212 living children, of whom 2165 were male, and 2047 female. These 
births are 29 more than those registered in these eight towns in May, but are 
320 fewer than those registered in these towns in June of last year. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 27°5 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the 
éight towns, a rate which is 1‘1 more than that of May, but 2°5 less than that of 
June of last year. With the exception of that of June 1907, this birth-rate 
is lower than all other corresponding June birth-rates. The birth-rate of the 
month ranged from 31°4 in Leith, to 23°5 in Edinburgh. In Greenock it was 30°5; 
in Dundee, 29°4; in Glasgow, 28° 6; in Paisley, 28: 1; ; in Aberdeen, 25:2; and in 
Perth, 25-1. 

Of the 4212 births, 319, or 7°6 per cent., were illegitimate, the rate being 0°7 
more than that of May, and the same amount more than that of June of last year. 
The illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 9:3 in Edinburgh, and 9-0 in Aberdeen, 
to 2°8 in Greenock. In Glasgow it was 8°0; in Paisley, 7:1; in Dundee, 5°6; in 
Leith, 4°5 ; and in Perth, 3°9. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1980; they are 1371 more 
than in May, but 207 fewer than in June of last year. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate is 12°9 per thousand, a rate which is 9°1 more than that of May, but 
1°6 less than that of June of last year 

Deaths registered in these eight towns during the erent numbered 2214; they 
are 338 fewer than those registered in May, but 30 more than those registered in 
June of last year. Of those whose deaths were registered during the month, 1154 
_were male, and 1060 female. The equivalent annual death-rate is 14°4 per thousand 
of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 1°7 less 
than that of May, and 0:1 less than that of June of last year, and is the lowest 
June death-rate of these eight towns yet recorded. The death-rate of the month 
ranged from 17°7 in Paisley, to 11°8 in Greenock. In Dundee it was 16:2; in 
Glasgow, 14°5; in Edinburgh, 14°3; in Perth, 13:5; in Leith, 13:1; and in 
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Aberdeen, 128. The June death-rate of each of the eight towns was less than the 
May death-rate of this year. 

Of the 2214 deaths, 661, or 29°9 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 603, or 27:2 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 170 fewer than in May, and 3 fewer than in June of last year. The latter are 
87 fewer than in May, but 19 more than in June of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 383; they are 109 fewer 
than in May, and 7 fewer than in June of last year. The infantile mortality 
rate amounts to 97 per thousand of the monthly average number of births registered 
in the eight towns, a rate which is 23 less than that of May, and 2 less than that of 
June of last year, The infantile mortality rate of the month ranged from 129 in 
Paisley to 61 in Greencck. In Perth it was 125; in Edinburgh, 112; in Dundee, 
108; in Aberdeen, 99; in Glasgow, 90; and in Leith, 81. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 185; they are 70 fewer 
than in May, but 25 more than in June of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes amounts to 1:2 per thousand, a rate which is 0°4 less 
than that of May, but 0°1 more than that of June of last year, and which ranged 
from 3:0 in Paisley to 0°3 in Perth, and 0°4 in Leith. In Glasgow it was 1°3; in 
Edinburgh, 1:2; in Aberdeen, 1:1; in Dundee, 0°8; and in Greenock, 0°7. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in the eight towns during the 
month. Deaths from measles numbered 29, 19 of them being registered in Paisley ; 
these deaths are 4 more than in May, but 9 fewer than in June of last year. Deaths 
from scarlet fever numbered 14, 11 of them being registered in Glasgow; from 
hooping-cough, 80, of which 42 were registered in Glasgow, and 27 in Edinburgh ; 
these deaths are 73 fewer than in May, but 20 more than in June of last year. 
Deaths from diphtheria numbered 21; from typhus fever, 2, both of which were 
in Dundee; from enteric fever, 6; from diarrhceas, 21; and from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, ll. The last named are 3 more than in May, and 2 more than in June 
of last year; of them 9 were registered in Glasgow, and 1 each in Edinburgh and 
Aberdeen. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 5; from puerperal septic conditions, 9; from 
malignant disease, 158, of which 81 were ascribed to carcinoma, 8 to sarcoma, and 
69 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 237 ; 
from apoplexies, 126 ; from premature birth debility, 72; and from alcoholism, 3... 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 203, and constituted 9°2 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 60 fewer than in May, but 15 more than in June 
of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 113, and constituted 5°1 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 43 fewer than in May, but 4 more than 
in June of last year. 

Deaths attributed to tubercle numbered 354, and constituted 16:0 per cent. of 
the total deaths of the month; they are 12 more than in May, but 9 fewer than 
in June of last year. Of them 197 were ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 16 
less than that of May, and 10 less than that of June of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 77; of them 9 were registered as suicidal, 4 
being by hanging, 4 by cutting, and 1 by precipitation. 

Of those dying during the month there were 4 males and 8 females aged 90 years 
and upwards. The oldest of them, a spinster who formerly was a lady’s maid, was 
aged 94, 


BrirtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 94 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, deaths, and marriages 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 812,013. The births registered in them during the month numbered 1911, the 
marriages 758, and the deaths 900. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28°7, the marriage-rate 
11°4, and the death-rate 13°5. Compared with the rates of June of last year, the birth-rate is 1°3 
less, the marriage-rate 1‘2 less, and the death-rate 2°6 less. 

' Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 12 from scarlet 
fever, 20 from hooping-cough, 13 from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, 16 from diarrhceas, 2 from 
laryngitis, 122 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 186 from tuberculosis, and 3 from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. There were no deaths from measles registered in these districts during 
the month. Of the three deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 2 were registered in Shettleston, 
and 1 in Govan.

Hence the month of June 1909 was characterised by a rather high mean pressure ; 
a low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a slightly low mean 
rainfall ; and a very large excess of winds from N., N.E. and E. 

The mean pressure was 29°998 inches, or 0°049 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°346 inches on 15th and 29°201 inches on 22nd. 

The mean temperature was 54°:0, or 1°°5 below the normal, the days being 
1°°3 and the nights 1°°6 below their respective averages. The month was less 
cold than June 1907, and on the East Coast slightly less cold also than in 1902, 
but with these exceptions it was the coldest June for about fifteen years. The 
unusual prevalence of north-easterly winds prevented anything like summer tem- 
perature conditions being at any time established, but on the whole the third week 
was the least unseasonable. As regards the chief towns the highest shade reading 
was 76° at Paisley on 14th, and the lowest 37° at Perth on 6th, 7th and 13th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°12 inches, or 9 per cent. below the normal. Paisley had 
40 per cent. more than its normal June rainfall, and the other western towns a 
slight excess, whilst towards the east there was a definite shortage, Dundee having 
less than half its average amount. A little rain fell during the opening days: of the 
month, whilst at most of the towns the period from 6th to 16th was absolutely 
rainless. Thereafter conditions were very unsettled until nearly the close of the 
month, with rather heavy falls between 20th and 24th. Greenock had 1°35 inch 
on 21st and Glasgow 1:26 on the following day. 

Thunder was heard, or an actual thunderstorm occurred, at Perth and Glasgow 
on the 20th; at Edinburgh, Glasgow and Paisley on 23rd; at Perth and Greenock 
on 24th, at Paisley on 25th, and at Greenock on 27th. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of July 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3908 living children, of whom 1969 were male and 1939 female. These 
births are 304 fewer than those registered in June, and 348 fewer than those 
registered in July of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°7 per thousand 
of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 2°8 below 
that for June, 2°6 below that for July of last year, and 2°2 below the rate for July 
1906, which was the lowest July birth-rate previously recorded. The birth-rate for 
the month ranged from 28°6 in Leith to 19°5 in Perth. In Paisley it was 27°6 ; in- 
Greenock, 27°4; in Glasgow, 25°5; in Dundee, 24°8; in Aberdeen, 23°6; and in 
Edinburgh, 21°5. 

Of the 3908 births, 305, or 7,8 per cent., were illegitimate, this rate being 0-2 
above that for June, and 0°5 above that for July of last year. The illegitimate rate 
for the month ranged from 11°5 in Perth to 5:8 in Leith. In Edinburgh it was 
10°2 ; in Dundee, 10°1 ; in Greenock, 7°7 ; in Glasgow, 7:0; in Aberdeen, 6:9; and 
in Paisley, 6:0. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1749; they are 231 fewer 
than in June, and 126 fewer than in July of last year. The equivalent annual 
matriage-rate is 11:0 per thousand, a rate which is 1:9 below that for June, and 1:0 
below that for July of last year. 

Deaths registered in these eight towns during the month. numbered 1981; they 
are 233 fewer than were registered in the previous month, and 116 fewer than were 
registered in the corresponding month of last year. Of those deaths, 958 were of 
males and 1023 of females. The equivalent annual death-rate is 12°5 per thousand, 
a rate which is 1°9 below that for June, and 0:9 below that for July of last year, 
which was the lowest July death-rate previously recorded. The death-rate for the 
month ranged from 15°3 in Perth to 11°7 in Aberdeen. In Dundee it was 14°5 ; 
in Greenock, 14:2; in Paisley, 13°1; in Edinburgh, 12°9; in Leith, 12°0; and in 
Glasgow, 11°9. In Greenock and in Perth this “rate was higher than the rate for 
June, but j in all the other towns it was lower.

Of the 1981 deaths, 588, or 29°7 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 550, or 27°8 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 73 fewer than in June, and 101 fewer than in July of last year. The latter are 
53 fewer than in June, and 1 fewer than in July of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 356; they are 27 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 61 fewer than in the corresponding month of last 
year. The infantile mortality rate amounts to 87 per thousand of the average 
number of births registered monthly in these towns during 1908, and is 10 less 
than that for June, and 15 less than that for July of last year. The infantile 
mortality rate for the month ranged from 152 in Perth to 78 in Glasgow. In Leith 
it was 103; in Dundee, 97; in Aberdeen, 95; in Edinburgh, 91; in Paisley, 90 ; 
and in Greencck.86. In Leith, Greenock, and Perth this rate was higher than in 
June, but in the other towns it was lower, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 148; they are 37 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 48 fewer than in the corresponding month of last 
year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 0°9 per thousand, a rate which is 0°3 
less than in June, and 0°4 less than in July of last year. This rate ranged from 1°9 
in Paisley to 0°5 in Aberdeen. In Perth it was 1°6; in Dundee, 1°3; in Greenock, 
1:1; in Edinburgh and in Leith, 10; and in Glasgow, 0°8. 

' There were no deaths registered from small-pox during the month. Deaths from 
measles numbered 31, of which 14 occurred in Paisley ; they are 2 more than in the 
previous month, and 17 more than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths 
from scarlet fever numbered 14; from hooping-cough 57, being 23 fewer than the 
corresponding number for last month, and 29 fewer than that for July of last year ; 
from diphtheria 14; from typhus fever, 3, 2 of which were registered in Dundee and 
1 in Glasgow ; from enteric fever, 6; from diarrhceal diseases, 22, being 1 more 
than in the previous month, but 34 fewer than in July of last year; and from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 1. The last number corresponds with a total of 11 deaths 
in June, and 18 in July of last year. Since May 1906, when this epidemic began, 
the number of deaths registered in any month had never previously been less than 
5, which figure was touched in November 1908. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 3; from puerperal septic conditions, 6; from 
malignant disease, 187, of which 115 were ascribed to carcinoma, 4 to sarcoma, and 
68 to other or unspecified forms of malignant disease ; from heart disease, 206; from 
apoplexies, 99 ; from premature birth debility, 69 ; and from alcoholism, 4. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 158, and constituted 8°0 per cent. of the total 
deaths ; they are 45 fewer than in the previous month, but 7 more than in July of 
last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 76, and constituted 3°8 per cent. of the 
total deaths; they are 37 fewer than in June, and 12 fewer than in July of last year. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculosis numbered 286, and constituted 14:4 per cent. 
of the total deaths registered during the month; they are 68 fewer than in June, and 
5 fewer than in July of last year. Of them 163 were ascribed to phthisis, a number 
which is 34 fewer than in June, and 14 fewer than in July of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 93; of them 10 were suicidal, 4 being by hang- 
ing, 3 by cuts, 2 by precipitation, and 1 by poison. 

Of those dying during the month, 2 females were aged 90 years and upwards, 
the oldest of them being a widow aged 92 years. 





BirTHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DisTRIcTSs. 


On page 110 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 812,013. The births registered in them during the month numbered 1724, the 
marriages 578, and the deaths 826. The equivalent annual birth-rate per thousand is 25-0, the 
marriage-rate 8°4, and the death-rate 12°0. Compared with the rates for July of last year, the 
birth-rate is 3°2 lower, the marriage-rate 0°4 lower, and the death-rate 0°9 lower. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 1 from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 16 from hooping-cough, 8 from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, 16 from 
diarrheal diseases, 3 from laryngitis, 73 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy, 126 from 
tuberculosis, and 3 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which occurred in Dunfermline, Govan, and 
Klmarnock respectively.

Mean temperature, 57°°0; less by 1°°2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°:5; greater by 0°:3. 

Rain, number of days, 17; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3° 39; greater by 0°30 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 7 days’ excess of winds from between SW. and NW. 


Hence the month of July 1909 was characterised by a low mean pressure ; a low 
mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a slightly high mean 
rainfall ; a very large excess of winds from between SW. and NW 

The mean pressure was 29°793 inches, or 0°099 inch below the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°255 inches on Ist and 29°199 inches on 25th. 

The mean temperature was 57°:0, or 1°:2 below the normal, the days being 
l°-0 and the nights 1°°3 below their respective averages. The variations at the 
individual towns ranged from the trifling defect of 0°:2 at Leith to a defect of 2°:2 
at Greenock. Glasgow and Greenock failed to reach 70° in the shade, and a feature 
of the month was the almost entire absence of high day temperatures. Perhaps the 
most striking departure from normal conditions occurred during the last ten days 
when cold north-westerly winds were frequent, As regards the chief towns the 
highest shade reading was 74° at Perth on 16th, and the lowest 38", also at Perth 
on Ist. 

The mean rainfall was 3°32 inches, or 10 per cent. above the normal. Dundee 
had a slight shortage, Leith practically its normal amount, and Aberdeen (King’s 
College) an. excess of 65 per cent. The outstanding feature of the month was a 
rainstorm in the east and south on 25th, when Colinsburgh reported nearly 24 
inches in 24 hours; Aberdeen and Perth 14 inch; and Crieff, Edinburgh, 
Dumfries, Colmonell and other stations more than 1 inch. Earlier in the month a 
number of fine days were experienced, but Aberdeen had heavy falls on 6th and 
9th ; Greenock as much as | inch on 20th; and Nairn 1| inch on 29th. 

Wind force was occasionally very high, and the heavy rains of the 25th were 
accompanied by a gale from N. and NW. with very general thunderstorms along 
the east coast. 


bstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of August 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3806 living children, of whom 1956 were male and 1850 female. These 
births are 102 fewer than those registered in July, and 35 fewer than those 
registered in August of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°0 per 
thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 
0:7 less than that for July, 0°6 less than that for August of last year, and is the 
lowest August birth-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that 
for August 1907, which was 24°4. The birth-rate for the month ranged from 27°9 
in Greenock to 19°2 in Paisley. In Dundee, it was 26°4; in Glasgow, 25°85 in 
Leith, 25°6 ; in Aberdeen, 21:9; in Perth, 21:7; and in Edinburgh, 20°0. 

Of the 3806 births, 286, or 7°5 per cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate 
rate is 0°3 less than that for July, and 0°7 less than that for August of last year, 
and ranged from 10°0 in Dundee to 3:2 in Leith. In Edinburgh it was 9°8 per 
cent. ; in Aberdeen, 8°3; in Perth, 7-4; in Glasgow, 7:2 ; in Greenock, 4°1 ; and in 
Paisley, 4°0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 993; they are 
756 fewer than those registered in July, and 11 fewer than those registered in 
August of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6°3 per thousand, a 
rate which is 4°7 less than that for July, and 0-1 less than that for August of last year. 

Deaths registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 1993; they 
are 12 more than those registered in July, but 223 fewer than those registered in 
August of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 12°6 per thousand, a rate 
which is 0°1 more than that for July, but 1°6 less than that for August of last year, 
and is the lowest August death-rate yet recorded in these reports, the previous 
lowest being that for August 1907, which was 13:1. The death-rate for the month 
ranged from 14:7 in Dundee to 11°4 in Aberdeen. In Greenock it was 13°9; in 
Leith, 13°5; in Paisley, 12°6; in Glasgow, 12°4; in Edinburgh, 12-3; and in Perth, 
11°5. In Glasgow, Dundee, and Leith this rate was higher than in July, but in 
all the other towns it was lower. a . | 
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Of the 1993 deaths, 650, or 32°6 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 509, or 25:5 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 62 more than in July, but 170 fewer than in August of last year. The latter 
are 41 fewer than in July, but 2 more than in August of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 437; they are 81 more 
than in the previous month, but 103 fewer than in the corresponding month of last 
year. The infantile mortality rate amounts to 107 per thousand of the average 
monthly number of births registered in these towns during 1908, and is 20 
more than in July, but 25 fewer than in August of last year. The rate for the 
month ranged from 133 in Leith to 80 in Paisley. In Dundee it was 130; in 
Glasgow, 108; in Edinburgh, 105; in Greencck, 103; in Perth, 91; and in Aber- 
deen, 85. In Aberdeen, Paisley, and Perth this rate was lower than in July, but 
in the other towns it was higher. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 181; they are 33 more 
than in July, but 103 fewer than in August of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate is I'l per thousand, a rate which is 0°2 above that for July, but 0°7 
below that for August of last year. This rate ranged from 1°4 in Leith to 0°6 in 
Perth. In Glasgow, Dundee, and Paisley it was 1:2; in Edinburgh and in Greenock, 
1:1; and in Aberdeen, 0°7. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered during the month. Deaths from 
measles numbered 22; they are 9 fewer than in July, but 7 more than in August of 
last year. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 19; they are 5 more than in the 
previous month, and 13 more than in the corresponding month of last year. Deaths 
from hooping-cough numbered 42; they are 15 fewer than in July, and 37 fewer 
than in August of last year. Deaths from diphtheria numbered 21; from typhus 
fever, 1; from enteric fever, 11; from diarrhoeal diseases, 59, being 37 more than 
in July, but 74 fewer than in August of-last year. Deaths from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis numbered 7 ; they are 6 more than in July, but 12 fewer than in August 
of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 5; from puerperal septic conditions, 8; from 
malignant disease, 180, of which 101 were ascribed to carcinoma, 9 to sarcoma, and 
70 to other or unspecified forms of malignant disease ; from heart disease, 200; from 
apoplexies, 124; from premature birth debility, 78 ; and from alcoholism, 3. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 122, and constituted 6°1 per cent. of the total 
deaths ; they are 36 fewer than in July, and 5 fewer than in August of last year. 
Deaths from bronchitis numbered 81; they are 5 more than in July, but 16 fewer 
than in August of last year. They constituted 4:1 per cent. of the total deaths. 

Deaths attributed to tuberculosis numbered 272, and constituted 13-6 per cent. 
of the total deaths ; they are 14 fewer than in July, and 15 fewer than in August of 
last year. Of them 172 were ascribed to phthisis, a number which is 9 more than 
in July, and 4 more than in August of last year. | 

Deaths from violence numbered 83; of them 6 were suicidal, 3 being by hang- 
ing, 1 by cuts, 1 by poison, and | by burns. 

Of those dying during the month, 1 male and 9 females were aged 90 years and 
upwards, the oldest being 2 widows, each of whom was aged 94 years. 


BirtHs, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DIsTRICTS. 


On page 126 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
registered in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate 
population of 814,509. The births registered in them during the month numbered 1789, the 
marriages 301, and the deaths 877. The equivalent annual birth-rate per thousand is 25:9, the 
matriage-rate 4°4, and the death-rate 12°7. Compared with the rates for August of last year, the 
birth-rate is 0°4 highér, the marriage-rate 0°1 higher, and the death-rate 0°4 lower. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were none from small- 
pox or from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 10 from hooping-cough, 12 from diphtheria, 4 from 
enteric fever, 47 from diarrheal diseases, 2 from laryngitis, 76 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
pleurisy, 158 from tuberculosis, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which occurred in Dun- 
fermline and in Shettleston respectively.

Mean barometric pressure, 29°915 inches; greater than the average of 1856- 
1907 by 0:057 inch. 

Mean temperature, 58°:1; greater by 0°°7. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°°5; greater by 0°:4. 

Rain, number of days, 16; less by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°39; less by 1°14 inch. ; 

Wind, direction of: a 6 days’ excess of winds from between SW. and NW. 


Hence the month of August 1909 was characterised by a rather high mean 
pressure ; a slightly high mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; 
a low mean rainfall; and a large excess of winds from between SW. and NW. 

The mean pressure was 29°915 inches, or 0°057 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°247 inches on 5th and 29°512 inches on 30th. 

The mean temperature was 58°:1, or 0°°7 above the normal, the days being 
0°:9 and the nights 0°°5 above their respective averages. The cold weather which 


' had characterised July continued during the first two or three days of August, but 


thereafter temperature rose very decidedly and there was a spell of warm, sunny 
weather of more than a week’s duration. The week ending on 14th proved much 
the warmest of the summer. Thereafter conditions were rather variable, and towards 
the end of the month, with frequent winds from the North, temperature was much 
below the average. The highest shade reading recorded at any of the chief towns 
was 81° at Perth on 9th, and the lowest 35°, also at Perth, on 26th. 

The mean rainfall was 2°39 inches, or 32 per cent. below the normal, and there 
was a well-defined deficiency at all the chief towns, ranging from 14 per cent. at 
Glasgow to 45 per cent. at Dundee. Moderate falls during the opening days were 


' followed by a rainless spell from 6th to 11th. During the latter half of the month 


several fine days occurred, but conditions were more unsettled, and rather heavy 
falls were experienced in the west on 19th, and very generally on 28th. On the 
latter date the western towns all reported nearly 1 inch of rain, and Dundee and 
Perth fully three-quarters of an inch. 

A thunderstorm occurred at Edinburgh on 21st; fog was not infrequent; and 
wind force was occasionally high. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of September 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3565 living children, of whom 1779 were male and 1786 female. These 
births are 241 fewer than were registered in the eight towns in August, and 135 
fewer than were registered in September of last year. The equivalent annual birth- 
rate amounts to 23°3 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of these 
towns, a rate which is Q°7 less than that of August, and 1:2 less than that of 
September of last year. It is not only the lowest aggregate September birth-rate of 
these eight. towns, but is also the lowest aggregate monthly birth-rate recorded in 
these monthly reports, which now cover a period of nearly fifty-five years. The birth- 
rate of the month ranged from 26°4 in Leith, and 26-2 in Dundee, to 181 in Perth. 
In Glasgow it was 24'7; in Aberdeen, 23°7; in Greenock, 22°7 ; in Paisley, 22°6 ; 
and in Edinburgh, 18°3. 

Of the 3565 births, 283, or 7°9 per cent., were illegitimate. This illegitimate 
rate is 0°4 more than that of August, but 0-1 less than that of September of last year, . 
and ranged from 9°8 in Edinburgh to 4°3 in Leith. In Dundee it was 9°6; in 
Aberdeen, 9°6 ; in Perth, 9°1; in Glasgow, 7°4 ; in Greenock, 7°4 ; and in Paisley, 5:3. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1101; they 
are 108 more than those registered in August, and 4 more than those registered in 
September of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 7°2 per thousand, a 
rate which is 0°9 more than that of August, but 0-1 less than that of September of 
last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 197 9; they 
are 14 less than those registered in August, and 120 fewer than those registered i in 
September of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 12° 9, a rate which is 
0°3 more than that of August, but 1:0 less than that of September of last year, It is 
the lowest aggregate September death-rate yet recorded in these reports, and also the 
lowest aggregate monthly death-rate yet recorded in these reports with the exception 
of that of August of this-year. The death-rate of the month ranged from 15°8 in’ 
Dundee to 10°4 in Greenock. In Perth.it was 14:5; in Glasgow, 13°55; in Paisley, 
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13:4; in Edinburgh, 11°6; in Aberdeen, 112; and in Leith, 11°2. The Glasgow, 
Dundee, Paisley, and Perth death-rates of September are higher than those of 
August, but the Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Leith and Greenock death-rates are lower. 

Of the 1979 deaths, 631, or 31°9 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 511, or 25°8 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 19 fewer than in August, and 121 fewer than in September of last year. The 
latter are 2 more than in August, but 4 fewer than in September of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 402; they are 35 fewer 
than in August, and 119 fewer than in September of last year. The infantile 
mortality rate amounts to 102 per thousand of the average monthly number of births 
registered last year, a rate which is 5 less than that of August, and 30 less than that 
of September of last year. This rate ranged from 118 in Dundee to 67 in Greencck. 
In Paisley it was 113 ; in Aberdeen, 112; in Leith, 107; in Glasgow, 105; in Edin- 
burgh, 80; and in Perth, 78. This rate in Aberdeen and Paisley was higher than 
in August, but in the remaining six towns it was lower than in August. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic-diseases numbered 173; they are 8 fewer 
than in August, and 43 fewer than in September of last year. The equivalent annual 
death-rate from these causes is 1‘l per thousand, a rate which is the same as that of 
August, but 0°3 less than that of September of last year.. This rate ranged from 1°4 
in Glasgow, to 0°4 in Aberdeen. In Dundee it was 1:3; in Leith, 1°3; in Edin- 
burgh, 0°9; in Paisley, 0°8 ; in Greenock, 0°7; and in Perth, 0°7. 

There were no deaths from small-pox registered in the eight towns during the 
month. Deaths from measles numbered 11; they are 11 fewer than in August, but 
1 more than in September of last year. Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 25 ; 
they are 6 more than in August, and 15 more than in September of last year. 
Deaths from hooping-cough numbered 24; from enteric fever, 11; from typhus 
fever, 0; and from diphtheria 34; a number which is 13 more than in August, 
and 8 more than in September~of-last year. Of the dipththeria deaths 24 were 
registered in Glasgow, and 5 in Dundee. Deaths from diarrheal diseases numbered 
61; they are 2 more than in August, but 29 fewer than in September of last year. 
Deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis numbered 7 ; they are the same as in August, 
but 7 fewer than in September of last year. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 5; from puerperal septic conditions, 9; from 
malignant disease, 154, of which 86 were ascribed to carcinoma, 10 to sarcoma, and 58 
to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 208 ; 
from apoplexies, 115; from premature birth debility, 75; and from alcoholism, 6. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 115, and constituted 5°8 per cent. of the total 
deaths ; they are 7 fewer than in August, and 28 fewer than in September of last year. 
Deaths from bronchitis numbered 74, and constituted 3°7 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 7 fewer than in August, and 24 fewer than in 
September of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculosis numbered 272, and constituted 13-7 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are of the same number as in August, but 36 more 
than in September of last year. Of them 154 were ascribed to phthisis, a number 
which is 18 less than that of August, but 7 more than that of September of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 92; of them 11 were suicidal, 7 being by hang- 
ing, 2 by cutting, and 1 each by drowning and coal gas poisoning. 


Birtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 142 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate popula- 
tion of 814,509. The births registered in them during the month numbered 1646, the marriages 
345, and the deaths 806. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24°6 per thousand, the marriage- 
rate 5'2, and the death-rate 12°0. Compared with the rates of September of last year, the birth-rate 
is 1°8 less, the marriage-rate 0°7 less, and the death-rate 1°4 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 2 from measles, 
15 from scarlet fever, 7 from hooping-cough, 16 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, of which 
3 were in Govan, 44 from diarrheas, 2 from laryngitis, 80 from pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
pleurisy, 104 from tuberculous disease, and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which was registered 
in New Monkland.

1905 by 0°172 inch. 

Mean temperature, 51°°7 ; less by 1°°9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°-0; greater by 0°°7. 

Rain, number of days, 14; less by 2 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°00 ; less by 1:23 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 6 days’ excess of winds from N., NE. or E. 


Hence the month of September 1909 was characterised by a very high mean 
pressure ; a decidedly low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range ; 
a low mean rainfall ; and a large excess of winds from a North Easterly quarter. 

The mean pressure was 30°048 inches, or 0°172 inch above the normal, the sea- 
level extremes at Leith being 30°417 inches on 14th and 29-271 inches on 6th. 

The mean temperature was 51°:7, or 1°°9 below the normal, the days being 
1°°6 and the nights 2°°3 below their respective averages. On the whole, a colder 
September appears to have been experienced in Scotland during the last fifty years 
only in 1892, 1863 and 1860.. Temperature remained almost persistently low, and 
at Glasgow (Observatory) a maximum in the screen of 60° or over was reached on 
only four days. Highest readings occurred about 10th or 17th, and lowest between 
14th and 17th, the extremes of 71° on 10th, and 31° on 14th both occurring at Perth. 

The mean rainfall was 2°00 inches, or 38 per cent. below the normal. Edinburgh 
and Leith had more than their average amount, but at the other towns there was a 
decided shortage, amounting to more than 50 per cent. at Greenock and Paisley. 
Somewhat heavy falls occurred very generally on 5th and 27th, and in the Edinburgh 
area also on 21st and 23rd. A fall of 0°66 inch on 27th at Edinburgh was the 
heaviest daily amount recorded at any of the chief towns. From 9th to 18th no 
rain fell at Glasgow, and but little elsewhere. 

A thunderstorm occurred at Edinburgh and Glasgow on the evening of 23rd. 

Towards the end of the month, fog and mist were very frequent, with light 
Easterly winds, and on the East Coast sunshine records were below the average. 
At Edinburgh (Blackford Hill) the six days from 23rd to 28th were absolutely 
sunless. 

On the night of 25th a magnetic storm of considerable intensity was experienced. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of October 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3632 living children, of whom 1792 were male and 1840 female. These 
births are 67 more than those registered in September, but 314 fewer than those 
registered in October of last year. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°9 per 
thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight towns, a rate which is 
0-4 less than that of September, and 2°4 less than that of October of last year, 
and is the lowest October birth-rate yet recorded in these reports, the previous 
lowest being that of October 1908, which was 25°3. The birth-rate of the month is 
also the lowest of all monthly birth-rates yet recorded in these reports, and that is 
since 1855, the previous lowest being that of September of this year, which was 
23-3. The birth-rate of the month ranged from 24°2 in Dundee, to 17°9 in Perth. 
In Glasgow it was 23°9; in Greenock, 23°6; in Aberdeen, 23°3; in Leith, 23:2 ; 
in Paisley, 21°5; and in Edinburgh, 20°5. 

Of the 3632 births registered during the month in the eight towns, 251, or 6°9 
per cent., were illegitimate. The illegitimate births are 32 fewer than were 
registered in September, and 39 fewer than were registered in October of last year. 
The illegitimate rate is 1:0 less than that of September, and 0-4 less than that of 
October of last year. In Aberdeen the illegitimate rate of the month was 8°6; in 
Edinburgh, 7:4; in Dundee, 7-2; in Perth, 7°1; in Glasgow, 6°8 ; in Greenock, 6:2 ; 
in Paisley, 5°4; and in Leith, 4°1. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 899; they are 
202 fewer than were registered in September, and 20 fewer than were registered 
in October of last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 5-7 per thousand, 
a rate which is 1°5 below that of September, and 0°2 below that of October of 
last year. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1937; they 
are 42 fewer than in September, and 216 fewer than in October of last year. The 
equivalent annual death-rate is 12°2 per thousand, a rate which is 0°7 less than 
that of September, 1:6 less than that of October of last year, and is the lowest 
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monthly death-rate recorded in these reports, the previous lowest being that of July 
of this year. The death-rate of the month ranged from 14°4 in Perth to 10°2 in 
Aberdeen. In Dundee it was 13°8; in Glasgow, 13°0; in Greenock, 12°4; in 
Edinburgh, 11°3; in Leith, 10°7; and in Paisley, 10°5. The Greenock death-rate 
is higher than that of September, but the death-rates of the remaining seven towns 
are lower than the corresponding September death-rates, 

Of the 1937 deaths, 596, or 30°8 per cent., were of children of less than five 
years old, and 544, or 28:1, were of persons of over sixty. The former are 35 
fewer than in September, and 147 fewer than in October of last year; the latter 
are 33 more than in September, but 1 fewer than in October of last year. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 385; they are 17 fewer 
than in September, and 122 fewer than in October of last year. The infantile 
mortality rate amounts to 94 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these eight towns, a rate which is 8 below that of September, and 30 
below that of October of last year. This rate ranged from 122 in Dundee to 43 in 
Greenock. In Aberdeen it was 119; in Edinburgh, 94; in Leith, 94; in Perth, 
91; in Glasgow, 90; and in Paisley, 85. Compared to the corresponding rates of 
September those of Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, and Perth are higher, while those 
of Glasgow, Paisley, Leith, and Greenock are lower. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 154; they are 19 fewer 
than in September, and 43 fewer than in October of last year. The equivalent 
annual death-rate from these causes is 1°0 per thousand, a rate which is 0:1 less 
than that of September, and 0°3 less than that of October of last year. This rate 
for the month ranged from 1°2 in Glasgow to 0°5 in Greenock. In Edinburgh it 
was 0°9; in Dundee, 0°8 ; in Leith, 0°7; in Aberdeen, 0°6; in Paisley, 0°6; and in 
Perth, 0°6. These 154 deaths include 25 from measles; 24 from scarlet fever; 13 
from hooping-cough ; 41 from diphtheria ; 8 from enteric fever; 1 from typhus fever ; 
38 from diarrhceas ; and 4 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. Compared to the returns 
of September the deaths from diarrheeas are 23 fewer ; from hooping-cough 11 fewer ; 
from enteric fever 3 fewer; from cerebro-spinal meningitis 3 fewer ; and from scarlet 
fever 1 fewer; but those from measles are 14 more; from diphtheria 7 more; and 
from typhus fever 1 more. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 1; from puerperal septic conditions, 6; from 
malignant disease, 151, of which 81 were aseribed to carcinoma, 9 to sarcoma, and 61 
to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 222 ; 
from apoplexies, 126 ; from premature birth debility, 62 ; and from alcoholism, 1. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 178, and constituted 9°2 per cent. of the total 
deaths of the month; they are 63 more than in September, and 8 more than in 
October of last year. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 113, and constituted 5:8 
per cent. of the total deaths of the month; they are 39 more than those registered 
in September, and 5 more than those registered in October of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 223, and constituted 11:5 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 49 fewer than in September, and 57 
fewer than in October of last year. Of them 148 were ascribed to phthisis, a 
number which is 6 less than in September, and 30 less than in October of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 81; of them 5 were suicidal, 2 being by hang- 
ing, 1 by cutting, 1 by gunshot, and 1 by poison. 

Of those whose deaths were registered during the month there were 4 females 
aged 90 years and over, the oldest of them being a widow aged 94,

_ On page 158 is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and deaths 
in forty-eight selected districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population of 814,509. 
Births registered in them during the month numbered 1686, marriages 312, and deaths 780. 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 24:4, the marriage-rate 4°5, and the death-rate 11°3. Com- 
pared to the rates of October of last year, the birth-rate of this month is 1°8 less, the marriage-rate 
0'1 less, and the death-rate 2°7 less. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts were 1 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 8 
from hooping-cough, 17 from diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, 31 from diarrhceas, 2 from croup,

3°°30’ W., and height 151 
feet above the sea-level, 


For the month of OCTOBER 1909. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°632 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°188 inch. 

Mean temperature, 48°'1 ; greater by 1°°1. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 11°°5; less by 0°:1. 

Rain, number of days, 22; greater by 5 days. 

Rain, depth in inches,. 5°31; greater by 1°79 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 5 days’ excess of winds from 8S. and SW. 


Hence the month of October 1909 was characterised by a very low mean 
pressure ; a rather high mean temperature, with a normal mean daily range ; a high 
mean rainfall; and a large excess of winds from 8S. and SW. 

The mean pressure was 29°632 inches, or 0°188 inch below the normal. At 
Leith the barometer, at sea-level, reached 30 inches only on 9th, 30th, and 31st, the 
extremes there being 30°323 inches on 31st, and 29°050 inches on Oth. 

The mean temperature was 48°:1, or 1°*1 above the normal, the excess being 
equally marked for both days and nights. Until the 23rd, weather of a South- 
westerly type prevailed, and temperature was decidedly high for the time of year, 
whilst during the last week of the month winds from a Northerly point were 
associated with extremely cold weather. At all the chief towns the highest readings 
occurred between 2nd and 4th, and the lowest between 29th and 31st, the extremes 
being 66° at Paisley on 4th, and 19° at Perth on 31st. 

The mean rainfall was 5°31 inches, or 51 per cent. above the normal. Aberdeen 
(King’s College) had less than its normal amount, but the other towns a decided 
excess. The South-westerly conditions which prevailed until the 23rd were 
accompanied by almost continuously wet weather, of which the outstanding features 
were heavy rainstorms on 13th, 14th, and 23rd. On 13th Edinburgh had nearly 
1 inch; on 14th Greenock nearly 2 inches; and on 23rd Paisley 14 inch and. 
Edinburgh 1 inch. The last week was practically rainless, but the month ranks as 
a wet one, though the mean rainfall of the chief towns was considerably below that 
of October 1907 or 1903. 

Severe gales were experienced at times between 6th and 15th, and the heavy 
rains caused considerable floods in some districts, At the end of the month snow 
and sleet occurred, and fog was rather prevalent. 




















Abstract of Meteorological Observations. 
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REPORT. 


Durine the month of November 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 38551 living children, of whom 1880 were male and 1671 female. These 
births are 81 less than were registered in the eight towns in October, but 128 
more than were there registered in November of last year. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 23°2 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of the eight 
towns, a rate which is 0°3 more than that of October, and 0°5 more than that of 
November of last year. The birth-rate of the month ranged from 27:1 in Leith 
to 19°3 in Edinburgh. In Perth it was 26°4; in Aberdeen, 25°7 ; in Greenock, 24:4 ; 
in Dundee, 24°0 ; in Glasgow, 23°6; and in Paisley, 21:2. 

Of the 3551 births, 285, or 8°0 per cent., were illegitimate. These illegitimate 
births are 34 more than those registered in October, and 37 more than those 
registered in November of last year. The illegitimate rate is 1:1 more than that of 
October, and 0°8 more than that of November of last year. In Dundee the 
illegitimate rate of the month was 13:2; in Aberdeen, 10°4; in Glasgow, 7°S; in 
Edinburgh, 7°8 ; in Perth, 7°5; in Paisley, 5°0; in Greenock, 4°8, and in Leith, 2:1. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 978; they are 79 more than 
those registered in October, and 57 more than those registered in November of 
last year. The equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6°4 per thousand, a rate which 
is 0°7 more that that of October, and 0°3 more than that of November of last year. 

Deaths registered in these eight towns during the month numbered 3067 ; they 
are 1130 more than those registered in October, and 563 more than those registered 
in November of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 20°0, a rate which 
is 7°8 more than that of October, and 3°4 more than that of November of last year. 
The death-rate of the month ranged from 24°9 in Glasgow to 12°8 in Leith. In 
Paisley it was 16°6 ; in Edinburgh, 16°3; in Dundee, 16°3; in Greenock, 15:7; in 
Perth, 15°5; and in Aberdeen, 15°1. In each of the towns the death-rate of the

Of the 3067 deaths, 1059, or 34'5 per cent., were of children of less than five 

years old, while 877, or 28°6 per cent., were of persons of over sixty. The former 
are 463 more than in October, and 209 more than in November of last year ; 
the latter are 333 more than in October, and 199 more than in November of last 
year. 
: Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 639; they are 254 more 
than were registered in October, and 109 more than were registered in November 
of last year. The infantile mortality rate amounts to 165 per thousand of the 
average number of births registered monthly during the preceding twelve months, 
arate which in Glasgow was 192; in Aberdeen, 177; in Edinburgh, 143; in Paisley, 
133; in Dundee, 132; in Leith, 117; in Perth, 108; and in Greenock, 104. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 317; they are 163 more 
than those registered in October, and 127 more than those registered in November 
of last year. The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes was 2°] per 
thousand, a rate which is 11 more than that of October, 0°8 more than that of 
November of last year, and which ranged from 3°4 in Glasgow to 0 in Perth. In 
Edinburgh it was 1:2; in Greenock, 1:0; in Paisley, 0°8; in Dundee, 0°7; in 
Aberdeen, 0°7; and in Leith, 0°7. Of these 317 deaths, 157 were ascribed to 
measles, 142 of them being registered in Glasgow; 33 to scarlet fever, 24 of them 
being in Glasgow and 6 in Edinburgh; 45 to hooping-cough, 32 of them being in 
Glasgow ; 43 to diphtheria; 9 to enteric fever, 8 of them being registered in Glasgow ; 
1 to typhus fever, it being registered in Leith; 4 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, 2 
being registered in Glasgow and 2 in Edinburgh; and 25 to diarrhceas, Compared 
to the returns of October deaths from measles are 132 more; from scarlet fever 9 
more ; from hooping-cough 32 more; from diphtheria 2 more ; and from enteric fever 
1 more, while those from typhus fever and cerebro-spinal meningitis were of the 
same number, and those from diarrhceas were 13 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 6; from puerperal septic conditions, 5; and 
from malignant disease, 182, of which 112 were ascribed to carcinoma, 11 to sarcoma, 
and 59 to other or unspecified form of cancer. Deaths from heart disease numbered 
284; from apoplexies, 156; and from premature birth debility, 86. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 393, and constituted 12°8 per cent. of the 
total deaths of the month; they are 215 more than those registered in October, 
and 59 more than those registered in November of last year. Deaths from 
bronchitis numbered 442, and constituted 14°4 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
month ; they are 329 more than those registered in October, and 217 more than 
those registered in November of last year. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 308, and constituted 10:0 per cent. 
of the total deaths of the month; they are 85 more than those registered in 
October, and 14 more than those registered in November of last year. Of these 
deaths 211 were ascribed to phthisis; they are 63 more than in October, and 15 
more than in November of last year. 

Deaths from violence numbered 88; of them 5 were ascribed to suicide, 2 of 
them being by hanging, 2 by gunshot, and 1 by precipitation. 

Of those whose deaths were registered during the month, 6 males and 10 
females were aged 90 years and upwards; the oldest of them was a cheese and grain 
merchant aged 98. : 


BirTHS, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS. 


On page 174 there is given the usual monthly statement regarding the births, marriages, and 
deaths in forty-eight selected districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population of 
814,509. Births registered in them during the month numbered 1578, marriages 319, and deaths 
1107, The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°6, the equivalent annual marriage-rate 4°8, and 
the equivalent annual death-rate 16°5. Compared to the corresponding rates of November of last 
year the birth-rate is 0°6 less, the marriage-rate 0°3 more, and the death-rate 0°6 more.

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THE METEOROLOGICAL RETURNS 


FOR 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS IN SCOTLAND, 


Reduced and corrected as heretofore for instrumental errors, give for their 
mean position, 2.¢., Lat. 56°12’ N., and Long. 3°°30’ W., and height 151 
feet above the sea-level, 


For the month of NOVEMBER 1909. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°947 inches; greater than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°106 inch. 

Mean temperature, 39°°0 ; less by 2°°6. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 12°:9; greater by 3°:0. 

Rain, number of days, 11; less by 6 days. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°69; less by 1°71 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 4 days’ excess of winds from SW. and W. 


Hence the month of November 1909 was characterised by a high mean 
pressure ; an extremely low mean temperature, with a very high mean daily range ; 
a very low mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from SW. and W. 

The mean pressure was 29°947 inches, or 0°106 inch above the normal, the 
sea-level extremes at Leith being 30°372 inches on 28rd, and 28°851 inches on 30th. 

The mean temperature of 39°:0, or 2°°6 below the normal, was the lowest mean 
since 1878. The day temperature, however, was slightly lower in 1905, whilst the 
mean night temperature was as much as 4° below the normal, and the lowest recorded 
since 1862. Roughly speaking, the first week approximated closely to average con- 
ditions, and the highest readings of the month occurred between 2nd and 5th; the 
second week had a well-marked temperature deficiency ; whilst the third and part 
of the fourth were characterised by a frost of exceptional severity for the time of 
year. At Aberdeen and Glasgow the mean for the third week was fully 13° below 
the normal, and on 17th Perth had a reading in the screen of 11°. The frost was 
most intense on 17th and 18th. The highest reading was 59° on 3rd at Glasgow, 
Paisley and Perth. 

The mean rainfall was 1°69 inch, or 50 per cent. below the normal, the towns 
all reporting deficiences ranging from 23 per cent. at Paisley to as much as 88 per 
cent. at Dundee. At Edinburgh, Leith, Dundee and Perth no day before 27th had 
as much as one-tenth of an inch of rain, and the month up to that date may be 
regarded as having been practically rainless. At the other towns moderate falls 
occurred in the second week. During the last four days the type of weather 
entirely changed and rain was general, more than 1 inch falling at Greenock on 
28th and at Paisley on 29th. 

Wind force was high between 8th and 12th and again towards the end of the 
month. From 13th to 15th a snowstorm occurred in the North, whilst from about 
16th to 19th a very dense visitation of fog was experienced on the Clyde. 
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REPORT. 


DuRING the month of December 1909 there were registered in the towns of Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the births 
of 3696 living children, of whom 1908 were male and 1788 female. These 


births are 145 more than those registered in the eight towns during November, but. 


34 fewer than were registered in them during December of the previous year. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°3 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population 
of the eight towns, a rate which is 0°1 above that of November, but 0°6 below that. 
of December of the previous year, and is the lowest December birth-rate yet. 
recorded in these Reports. The birth-rate of the month ranged from 27°1 in 
Dundee, to 18°8in Edinburgh. In Glasgow it was 24°8 ; in Leith, 24°5 ; in Greenock, 
23°6 ; in Aberdeen, 23°4; in Paisley, 20°5, and in Perth, 20-4. 

Of the 3696 births, 288, or 7°8 per cent., were illegitimate. These illegiti- 
mate births are 3 more than those of November, and 49 more than those of 
December of the previous year. The illegitimate rate is 0°2 less than that of 
November, but 1:4 more than that of December of the previous year. The 
illegitimate rate of the month ranged from 10°5 in Aberdeen, to 3°7 in Paisley. 
In Edinburgh it was 8°8; in Glasgow, 8:0; in Perth, 7°8; in Leith, 6°2; in 
Greenock, 6:2; and in Dundee, 5:7. 

Marriages registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 1195; they 
are 217 more than those registered in the eight towns during November, but 67 
fewer than were registered during December 1908. The equivalent annual 
marriage-rate 1s 7°5, a rate which is 11 above that of November, but 0°6 below 
that of December 1908. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns during the month numbered 3338 ; they are 
271 more than those registered in November, and 787 more than those registered in 
December of the previous year. The equivalent annual death-rate is 21°] per thousand, 
a rate which is 1*l above that of November, and 4°8 above that of December of 
the previous year. The death-rate of the month ranged from 25:°1 in Glasgow, to 
15°8 in Aberdeen. In Dundee it was 21°2;in Perth, 20°1; in Edinburgh, 17:3; 
in Greenock, 16:9; in Leith, 16°2 ; and in Paisley, 15°9. Ineach of the eight towns, 
Paisley excepted, the death-rate of December was higher than that of November.

Of the 3338 deaths registered during the month, 1271, or 38°1 per cent., were 
of children of less than five years old, and 932, or 27:9 per cent., wére of persons 
of over sixty. The former are 212 more than in November, and 459 more than in 
December of the previous year. The latter are 55 more than in November, and 205 
more than in the previous December. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 711; they are 72 more 
than those of November, and 235 more than those of December of the previous 
year. The infantile mortality rate is 178 per thousand of the average number of 
births registered in the eight towns during the previous twelve months, a rate which 
is 13 more than that of November, and 61 more than that of December of the 
previous year. The infantile mortality rate of the month ranged from 212 in 
Glasgow, and 205 in Aberdeen, to 58 in Perth. In Dundee it was 168 ; in Leith, 
154; in Edinburgh, 137; in Greenock, 90; and in Paisley, 77. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 385; they are 68 more 
than in the previous month, and 199 more than in the corresponding month of 1908. 
The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes was 2°4 per thousand, a rate 
which is 0°3 above that for November, and 1:2 above that for December 1908. 
This rate ranged from 3°9 in Glasgow (where it was largely due to the prevalence of 
measles) to 0'l in Leith. In Edinburgh it was 1:7; in Greenock, 1°3; in Dundee 
and in Aberdeen, 1°0; in Perth, 0°6; and in Paisley, 0:3. Of these 385 deaths, 233 
were due to measles, 202 of them being registered in Glasgow; 30 to scarlet fever ; 
48 to hooping-cough; 39 to diphtheria; 16 to enteric fever, of which 15 occurred 
in Glasgow ; 4 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, of which 2 were registered in Aberdeen, 
and 1 each in Glasgow and in Edinburgh; and 15 to diarrhoeal diseases. Com- 
pared with the returns for November, deaths from measles are 76 more, from scarlet 
fever 3 fewer, from hooping-cough 3 more, from diphtheria 4 fewer, from enteric 
fever 7 more, from cerebro-spinal meningitis the same, and from diarrheal diseases 
10 fewer. ' 

Deaths from influenza numbered 8; from puerperal septic conditions, 9; from 
malignant disease, 185, of which 113 were ascribed to carcinoma, 11 to sarcoma, and 
61 to other or unspecified form of cancer; from heart disease 276; from apoplexies, 
176 ; from premature birth debility, 84; and from alcoholism, 2. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 526, and constituted 15°8 per cent. of the 
total deaths; they are 133 more than in the previous month, and 251 more than 
in the corresponding month of 1908, Deaths from bronchitis numbered 464, and 
constituted 13°9 per cent. of the total deaths; they are 22 more than in the 
previous month, and 250 more than in the corresponding month of 1908. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 319, and constituted 9°6 per cent. of 
the total deaths; they are 11 more than in November, and 10 more than in 
December of the previous year. Of these deaths 219 were due to phthisis, and 
constituted 6°6 per cent. of the total deaths; they are 8 more than in November, 
and 35 more than in December of the previous year. | 

Deaths from violence numbered 110; of them 4 were ascribed to suicide, 2 
being by cuts, 1 by poison, and 1 by coal-gas poisoning. 

Of those whose deaths were registered during the month, 5 males and 11 
females were aged 90 years and upwards; the oldest was a retired domestic servant 
aged 100 years. 


Birtus, DEATHS, ETC., IN OTHER SELECTED REGISTRATION DISTRICTS, 


On page 190 is given the usual monthly statement of the births, deaths, and marriages in forty- 
eight selected registration districts. These districts have an estimated aggregate population of 
814,509. Births registered in them numbered 1691, marriages 470, and deaths 1419. The equiva- 
lent annual birth-rate is 24°5, the marriage-rate 6°8, and the death-rate 29°5. Compared with 
the corresponding rates for December of the previous year, the birth-rate is 1‘1 less, the marriage- 
rate 0°4 less, and the death-rate 5°7 more. 

Among the deaths registered in these districts during the month there were 94 from measles, 
of which 91 occurred in the three divisions of Govan Registration District, 8 from scarlet fever, 
7 from hooping-cough, 16 from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, 23 from diarrhceal diseases, 1 each 
from croup and laryngitis, 366 from bronchitis, pneumonia, and pleurisy, 189 from tuberculous 
disease, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, which were registered in Plantation and in 
Haddington respectively.

3°30’ W., and height 151 
feet above the sea-level, 


For the month of DECHMBER 1909. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°578 inches; less than the average of 1856-1905 
by 0°221 inch. 

Mean temperature, 36°°5; less by 2°*2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 9°°6 ; greater by 0°°5. 

Rain, number of days, 18; greater by 1 day. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°57 ; greater by 0°85 inch. 

Wind, direction of: a 3 days’ excess of winds from NE. and E, 


Hence the month of December 1909 was characterised by a very low mean 
pressure ; a very low mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; a 
rather high mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from NE. and E. 

The mean pressure was 29°578 inches, or 0°221 inch below the normal, the 
sea-level extremes at Leith being 30°652 inches on 14th, and 28°378 inches on 3rd. 

The mean temperature was 36°°5, or 2°°2 below the normal, the days being 1°:9 
and the nights 2°°4 below their respective averages. The month was, on the whole, 
the coldest December since 1899. During the first three weeks some extremely 
cold weather was experienced, and on 7th the sheltered thermometer at Balmoral 
fell to zero. During the last week of the month mild conditions prevailed. As 
regards the chief towns, the extreme readings were 56° at Leith on 10th, and 11° at 
Perth on 7th. . 

The mean rainfall was 4°57 inches, or 23 per cent. above the normal, the 
individual excesses ranging from 41 per cent. at Aberdeen to 6 per cent. at Dundee 
and Perth. The outstanding feature of the month was a very severe rainstorm in 
the West on 9th, Greenock registering fully 4 inches within twenty-four hours, 
On 12th, Aberdeen had 1°70 inch, whilst during the fourth week conditions 
were very unsettled. From about 3rd to 8th and about 13th to 20th, but little 
rain fell. 

Wind force was very high at times, especially around 2nd and 38rd, and 22nd. 

Snow occurred early in the month; very heavily in the North about the 18th, 
and in most districts on 22nd. 
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
